11. Continued . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place 
the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants' arguments essentially amount to a general allegation that the claims 
define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the 
claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. 

On page 15 of the remarks, applicants make conclusive statements about the 
"Differences between the method of Duphorne and the claimed invention". Applicants 
particularly assert that Duphorne does not teach 3 particularly limitations. Applicants, 
however, do not provide any factual evidence or reasoning to support such statements. 
Furthermore, it is noted that the examiner, in the 1 1/25/05 office action, responded fully 
to similar allegations made by applicants. Particularly, for the first listed limitation on 
page 15 of the remarks, see pages 21-23, paragraphs 87. b, 88.c and 89.d of the 
1 1/25/05 office action. For the second listed limitation, see pages 23-24, paragraphs 
90.e-g of the 1 1/25/05 office action. For the third listed limitation, see pages 24-25, 
paragraph 91 .h-i of the 1 1/25/05 office action. Applicants' remaining remarks also 
amount to general allegations^have also been responded to in some fashion in the 
response to arguments of the 1 1/25/05 office action.

The rejection of Claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragrapii, is withdrawn. 
The rejections of Claims 1,2, 5-12, 15, 16, 20-27, 30, 31, 33, 35, 40-47, 52-58, 63, 66 
and 70 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) are maintained as presented in the 1 1/25/05 office 
action.
